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Antique Engine Has New Owner

It's been a Mattapoisett icon for almost 40 years, 
and now it's changing hands. 

The Dunn Insurance fire engine, located at 55 
County Road since 1974, was originally purchased by 
Giles Dunn to be an icon for his company Along with his 
wife Gail, they purchased the 1949 engine at auction for 
$302. 

''Somebody bid $300," Ms. Dunn reminisced. "We 
outbid them by two dollars and it was ours." 

The engine, built by Maxim Motors Company 
of Middleborough, was in use for 25 years before going

to auction. After the auction, the Dunn family kept the 
engine garaged and allowed the town to use it as a back- 
up when needed. 

"My father kept it on reserve, even when it was 
here," said David Dunn. "He hoped [the company logo] 
would show up when he pulled up [to a fire]." 

Now the engine, completely decommissioned, 
will serve a new purpose as a showpiece and a 
recreational vehicle for the Mattapoisett Rescue 
Association. In October, the Dunn family will be handing 
the title of the engine over to the Rescue Association, care 
of Fire Chief Andrew Murray. 

"Its use is up to the Rescue Association," said 
Chief Murray. "It will probably be used for fundraisers, 
open houses. . . it's a neat little historical piece. It's a good 
quality truck." 

Looking under the hood. Chief Murray remarked 
on all the differences 60 years has made in the production 
of a fire engine. "Amazing. [1949] is when things were 
simple. Now there's computers everywhere." 

Chief Murray - who commented that the fire 
department has been busier than ever this year - said that 
the town recently purchased a new engine for $537,000. 
The 1949 Ford Chassis Maxim engine was originally 
purchased by Mattapoisett for $7,500. 

Chief Murray said that he has only driven the 
engine once, during a Heritage Days event at the town's 
sesquicentennial in 2007. 

"It was slow-going," he said. 

Before passing, longtime firefighter Paul Kelley 
expressed excitement over the engine acquisition. Chief 
Murray said. "He said 'I remember when this truck 
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was brand new! I was the only guy who could drive a 
standard!''' Mr. Kelley was on the department for 50 
years before passing away in August 2011. 

With the Dunn family moving their business to a 
new location, they figured it was time to let someone else 
care for the engine. The engine will have to have a safety 
and mechanical check, but Chief Murray said that he 
anticipated no problems with the gift acceptance. 

Ms. Dunn said that she would continue to let the 
Rescue Association house the engine in her garage at 55 
County Road. 

'Td really like to thank the Dunn family for their 
generous contribution and their continued support of the 
fire department," said Chief Murray.

Local Wampanoag History Explored 

Rochester Historical Society

The "history of the land we live on" was 
explored and expanded upon by Native American and 
historian Cora Peirce last Wednesday at the Rochester 
Historical Museum. Ms. Peirce, a Wampanoag native 
from Fairhaven, spoke about the thousands of Native 
Americans who cleared the fields, by hand, with slender

rocks, in Rochester, Acushnet and surrounding areas in 
Bristol and Plymouth counties long before the Europeans 
arrived in Provincetown and Plymouth. 

Later, much of that land was taken away from the 
natives in exchange for items such as socks and copper 
pots and pans, said Ms. Peirce. ''They took it away from 
them,'' said Ms. Peirce, who said that the Indian Deed 
Book makes for interesting reading to show how the 
white man deceived the natives and "bought" the land. 
"So little has been written and acknowledged about the 
Native Americans... what we have is all one-sided and 
written by the white man," she said. 

Various artifacts were brought for attendees to 
view including a wheatgrass planter with a leather top, 
a bottle with a colorful covering, marsh and sea grass 
baskets and a stone used for grinding, sharpening and 
burning sage and other herbs. An armband made of 
conch shell and human hair was on display. The band 
was worn on the upper arm and had a message that 
fellow natives could decipher, explaining about the 
traveler and his mission. 

Ms. Peirce works on behalf of the Pocasset and 
Pokonet and affiliated Indian tribes which, she explained, 
are state recognized but not federally recognized. She 
is a land conservationist who works to preserve land, 
caves, streams, rivers and other sacred places and 
was instrumental in saving the Nasketucket Bay State 
Reservation in Mattapoisett from development.

Ms. Peirce joked about the Rochester bumper 
sticker which reads, God's Country, and said that's 
exactly what it was: sacred grounds revered by the native 
peoples. She explained that our area was used as both 
summer grounds and on Betty's Neck, winter grounds. 
"Rochester and Mattapoisett were seasonal hunting 
grounds, and in summer, the natives always settled near 
the water," she explained. 

Regarding the confusion involved in buying and 
selling land from the native people, Ms. Peirce said that 
the natives always moved around and didn't understand 
the concept of buying land, building a home and living in 
it year round. "That didn't make sense to them," she said. 
"Natives moved from place to place hunting, fishing and 
enjoying sacred places, such as waterfalls, rivers, caves 
and streams." 

According to Ms. Peirce, the natives believed that 
the land belonged to all creatures and couldn't possibly 
be parceled out and owned by one person who could 
restrict access to water or trails that led to water. One 
example given was that Fall River was known by the 
natives as "falling river" because of a natural waterfall 
located at the base of where the Braga Bridge now 
stands. The land was bought by an individual who used 
the waterfall to run his mill, thereafter prohibiting the 
natives from visiting an area they considered sacred for 
thousands of years. 

According to Ms. Peirce, the native people were 
correct in their view of the connectivity of streams and 
rivers. "Look what we've done to the planet," said Ms. 
Peirce. "The land does belong to all of us and we need to 
take care of it and preserve it for future generations," she 
said. 

"It's refreshing to hear someone who understands 
the vital importance of streams and rivers," said attendee

My cat cries for food and then when I open a new can, she 
sniffs it and walks away.

at their September 27, 2011 meeting. 

MAB Chairman Alan Gillis, along with board 
member Carlos DeSousa and Harbormaster Horace 
Field, said that the report was the result of "intense 
meetings'' from May to August 2011. Charged by the 
Board of Selectmen to define water use areas, the MAB 
subcommittee went through Mattapoisett waters and 
classified zones as recreational'', "navigational" or 
"mooring". They relied on public input at the meetings 
make their classifications. 

Of most interest to the public were the areas that 
were defined as not suitable for recreation, navigation or 
mooring. These areas, by their definition, would become 
fair game for aquaculture permitting. 

Included in the areas that were not suitable 
for recreation, navigation or mooring were the rocky 
area around Ned's Point, Eel Pond, a section of Brandt 
Island Cove and a swath of water in the Nasketucket 
Bay Channel just southwest of Antassawamock. Both 
the Brandt Island Cove and section of Nasketucket Bay 
Channel were placed in this definition because they are 
currently used for aquaculture. 

"Eel Pond is highly recreational," contested 
Selectman Jordan Collyer. "[People] take crabs out of 
there all the time." 

"The water is also contaminated in there. We had 
the Land Trust sign on that," said Mr. DeSousa. 

"One could say that every inch of the harbor

Besides making people on the waiting list happy, 
said Mr. DeSousa, the new moorings ''would be new 
revenue... Lay them all out to see the most efficient grid,'' 
he said. "There's a lot of space." 

"We'll be wiping out half the list," said Selectman 

Collyer. 

The proposed grid will be available for public 
viewing on www.Mattapoisett.net until the next Board 
meeting, when they would take action on it. 

In an appointment with Raymond Andrews, 
the Board heard a plea for help in the restoration of the 
Center School clock, built in 1898 by famous clockmaker 
Seth Thomas. Earlier in the year, clock restoration 
company Balzer had agreed in to restore the clock to 
previous working order for roughly $47,500, said Mr 
Andrews, but other work to move the mechanisms and 
have the clock automated would make the grand total 
closer to $70,000. Currently, $11,500 has been raised. 

In March 2011, Mr Andrews made an appeal 
to Center School alumni to all donate a dollar, but not 
enough alumni have stepped forward. 

"This really is a public project," said Mr. 
Andrews. "We've only had 245 alumni [donate] so far... 
if this is going to work, people are really going to have to 
participate. We're only asking for one dollar." 

Mr. Andrews said that his next move was to go to 
the Community Preservation Committee to ask for CPA 
funds to use on the historical restoration, but if he could 
not raise $20,000, the project would likely not happen and 
the Center School clock would be modernized. In that 
case, he said, money would be returned to the donors. 

"Do what you want to do. Electrify the clock. But 
I think it's a crying shame. The people in the town need 
to participate. . . or we're not going to meet the goal," 
he said. "I'd like to see this be a contest between the 
classes. . . [but] if we can't do it in six months, then I'll say, 
'Fine. I tried.'" 

Due to two generous donors, the classes of 1937 
and 1945 have both been covered, said Mr Andrews, but 
he encouraged other donors to come forward.

The board also took time to shape another bylaw 
the Planning Board plans to put up for town vote next 
year on the Village Center Overlay District. 

The purpose of the bylaw is to allow greater 
flexibility for developers to pursue projects in the town 
center, which is now zoned limited commercial, while 
promoting walkability, dense development and mixed 
use.

to walk. . . It would encourage people to stay in the town 
center/' board member Susan Peterson said. 

The board agreed not to require a minimum 
amount of open space in the new district and after a lively 
discussion, they decided to maintain the town's current 
ban on drive-thrus for food establishments in the bylaw. 

Board member Ben Bailey noted that drive-thrus 
can be tastefully done and are ''a valid way of getting a 
coffee'' while Chairman Arnie Johnson cautioned against 
"the mess of delivery traffic" that a drive-thru would 
bring to the area. The board decided to uphold what is 
currently in the bylaw books on that matter 

Mr Charbonneau said that much work still needs 
to be done on crafting rules for parking, but suggested 
that national engineering rules for parking should not 
be used as they often were created with towns different 
in character than Rochester in mind. He also suggested 
appropriate bicycle accommodations. 

The board agreed to limit new development to 
16,000 square feet. "It would allow a business to expand 
and give a developer better options, but it keeps it 
manageable to keep the village effect," Mr Johnson said, 
noting that the Shop and Shop chain store size typically is 
64,000 square feet. 

As for landscaping on new development in the 
center overlay, it was agreed that it would be subject 
to board review and not require specific tree types or 
vegetation.

Court the Marion Zoning Board of Appeals' August 25 
rejection of its application for four 90-foot field lights. 
Chairman Robert Wedge revealed during the ZBA 
meeting on September 22. 

Chairman Robert Wedge informed the board that 
the school indicated to the town earlier this week that it 
would file an appeal. 

''They are taking us to court, but I think we are 
well founded in the lights decision," he said. The field 
lights are part of Tabor's controversial efforts to overhaul 
8.5 acres of playing fields in a residential neighborhood 
between Spring and Front Streets. 

The disclosure came during a Tabor hearing in 
which the ZBA is charged with determining if Building 
Commissioner Scott Shippey acted appropriately in 
directing the school to undergo a site plan review process 
for its fieldwork. 

Tabor Counsel Mark Bobowski failed to deliver 
more specific plans on a potential third-party review of 
the school's field plans, which Tabor offered in lieu of 
traditional town site plan review, Mr. Wedge said. Thus, 
he said the hearing would require continuation. 

"We still don't have anything," said Mr. Wedge, 
adding that the school had not furnished the additional 
information on Monday as it had agreed. 

Mr. Wedge said that the board has yet to see 
Tabor's site renderings, or receive drainage calculations 
detailing how the new fields would affect runoff. Board

ORR Energy Plan Could Yield Savings 
By Laura Fedak Pedulli 

Old Rochester Regional School District officials 
do everything to work within an ever-constricting budget. 
When savings are possible without losing a teacher, 
classroom supplies or other essentials - ears perk up. 

For that reason. Facility District Manager 
Steve Murphy's energy saving endeavors are receiving 
considerable attention in the district - with some schools 
investing thousands in a Direct Digital Control (DDC) 
automation system that tightly controls a building's 
mechanical and electrical systems so they are used only 
when required. 

Mr. Murphy believes that major savings are 
achievable through DDC technology. Currently, he is 
on a mission to network all of the school's machinery, 
including boilers, air systems, lighting and alarms, to a 
centralized controller. This would allow functional control 
of various systems within school buildings to optimize 
efficient operational conditions at all times. With the 
installation of additional monitoring devices linked into 
the central DDC controller, facility staff can operate and 
adjust energy controls from real-time feedback. 

Mr. Murphy currently is 80 percent complete 
with DDC upgrade installations at Sippican Elementary 
School, Old Rochester Regional Junior High and High

As if playing SimCity, 
he jumps around from room to room, trying to figure out 
what is causing constricted air flow reported by Sippican 
Principal Lyn Rivet in her office. 

He finally identifies the culprit: an air fan with a

less than stellar variable frequency drive. Immediately he 
contacts his staff via phone to handle the problem. 

In addition to fine-tuned troubleshooting, a more 
controlled environmental system will lead to significant 
energy savings down the road. The Department of 
Energy projects that a total of 14 percent cost savings can 
be realized for electricity and gas consumption, usually 
within one and a half years of DDC installation, Mr. 
Murphy said 

In other words, based upon current budget 
figures for Fiscal Year 2011/2012, Mr. Murphy's 
"conservative'' estimate is that a projected cost savings 
of $170,000 could be realized this year. "That'll buy a few 
computers," he said. 

Of course, before the realization of energy 
savings, an upfront investment is required - and not all 
schools yet have harnessed the funds to make it happen. 

One school that has made the leap is Sippican 
Elementary School. The Marion School Committee 
authorized the implementation a DDC system, along with 
other energy control measures created by Mr. Murphy 
to the tune of $124,000. According to numbers provided 
to the school committee last winter, the projected cost 
savings would be approximately $50,650 per year - 
roughly equivalent to a teacher's salary. 

"We have been fortunate to be able to make these 
investments in energy conservation measures without 
asking the Town of Marion for any additional funding

due to the funds available through rental of the school/' 
explained Chairman Brad Gordon, a strong proponent of 
the new DDC system. 

He said because energy costs are one of the most 
substantial expenditures within the school's operational 
budget, ''the School Committee emphasized with 
him from the outset our desire to achieve cost savings 
wherever possible." 

Gracinda Knox of Center School said it has not 
yet authorized the funds for the DDC system, but hopes it 
will happen soon. 

"We've seen the plans that he has presented, and 
I hope he can start it this school year," she said, adding 
that the start up cost would be about $70,000.

Old Rochester Regional High School and Junior 
Fiigh did receive funding to install the DDC system last 
December. The ORR School Committee authorized a 
contract of $62,540 for Connecticut Control Corporation 
to upgrade the school's DDC system - with a 'Tow 
conservative'' estimate of $12,400 in yearly savings after 
three and a half years. 

There are no immediate plans at this time to link 
Rochester Memorial School to the central DDC controller, 
in part because the construction and addition project 
sidelined that effort. However, Mr. Murphy envisions that 
it will happen in the future. 

In the meantime, some of Mr. Murphy's work 
already has had an effect on the budget. His initiative to 
renegotiate contracts with utility companies and replace 
light bulbs with more efficient models led to some critical 
savings last year. 

"Already we had an effect on the previous 
budget, ensuring coverage of funds needed for education 
purposes to make learning happen," he said. 

In addition to the DDC system, other 
conservation measures implemented by Mr. Murphy 
included improvements to boiler systems in all the 
schools - including replacement of key pumps and 
isolation valves. 

"The whole bane of my existence is to get the 
schools to operate efficiently, save gas and electricity, and 
put the combined savings back into the budget to use for

A meeting of the South Coast Alternative 
Energy Collaborative (SCAEC) was held at the Marion 
Music Hall on Monday, September 26. Members 
attending included SCAEC representatives from Marion, 
Dartmouth, Westport, UMASS Dartmouth, Amherst, 
Wareham and Westport. 

David Pierce of the Marion Energy Management 
Committee (MEMC) hosted the event and said that the

Keynote speaker Mark Beaton spoke about the 
steps that the town of Kingston, MA took to become 
a green community.

Mr. Beaton said he traveled to Marion in his 
truck, which runs on one part diesel and three parts 
cooking oil. 

Sharing several maps and handouts outlining 
Kingston's efforts to achieve the green designation, Mr.

initiative could be summed up in three words: 
''Samantha, Danielle and Chris'' - his children. 

In an effort to spare other towns the time and 
effort it took Kingston to acquire the green designation, 
Mr. Beaton provided every detail on how they did it in 
a handout, which showed everything from a ''no idling 
proclamation" of cars to a zero percent home loan for 
energy efficient upgrading for residents in the town. Mr. 
Beaton also discussed "green revenue" generated by the 
wind turbine placed on an old, closed landfill located next 
to Route 3. 

In the question and answer session that followed 
the presentation, Mr. Beaton suggested that towns ask 
NSTAR for a list of the top twenty users of electricity in 
the town and work from there. 

Getting town residents involved in the initiative 
was discussed and Mr. Beaton said that Kingston offered 
a prize for the first 30 people who came to the town 
meeting on the topic. "They came and we gave them an 
energy efficient light bulb," said Mr. Beaton. 

The wind turbine in Kingston is called "The 
Independence", after the ship that sailed into the 
harbor in 1776 and is on the town seal. "This is our 
new independence, and we named the turbine the 
Independence... to get away from fossil fuel," said Mr. 
Beaton. 

Mr. Beaton said that it was usual to see town 
assessors, building inspectors and other employees in

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large trucks that are usually gas guzzlers. "These vehicles 
get 8-9 miles per gallon... that's your money at work/' 
he said. Kingston initiated electric vehicles for town 
employees who are on the road and saved 4-5 thousand 
dollars in gasoline the first year. 

"Right now, there are only 60 public plug-ins for 
electric vehicles in Massachusetts/' said Mr. Beaton. "That 
will change very soon." 

"Change is new and not an easy thing/' said host 
David Pierce. "Our fears need to be allayed and we need 
to move ahead to explore alternative energy sources."

students groaned and mumbled something about having 
to go to ''yet another anti-bullying assembly/' which they 
complained were always boring and generally centered 
around a bland and patronizing PowerPoint. 

I must also admit that I held similar convictions. 

I think all of the students at ORR can agree 
that Mr. Soares certainly raised the bar in terms of anti- 
bullying presentations. Not only did Mr. Soares use real- 
life examples and stories to make his anti-bullying point, 
but he refrained from talking down to the students and 
overwhelming them with the different technical models 
for bullying. After watching his presentation, students 
came away knowing how to prevent and impede 
bullying, which is a different result from most anti- 
bullying presentations, which from the student end are 
like old news. 

Overall, Mr. Soares hoped that students would 
learn from him that it is important to do the right things 
in life at any particular moment, and to try to make an 
impact. An integral message in his presentation was 
"not sitting back and allowing some to get verbally or 
physically abused," Mr. Soares said. "There should be 
some kind of action - it doesn't have to be physical." 
Additionally, Mr. Soares tried to instill in the ORR 
students the value for getting a good education. He 
said that he would advise his younger, high school self 
"to take advantage of the opportunities, and to study a 
lot more.

Mr. Soares first began speaking to students on 
the subject of anti-bullying through the Massachusetts 
Interscholastic Athletic Association, or MIAA. ''It's a 
valuable message," Mr. Soares said. "I've always wanted 
to give back and spread that message." In the past 10 
years, Mr. Soares said that he has given between 100 and 
150 speeches per year. Recently, Mr. Soares has been 
dividing his time between visiting schools to speak about 
anti-bullying, and visiting different United States military 
bases around the world. Often, Mr. Soares visits schools 
on these bases. 

"I try to pick stories that would be really 
beneficial to my audience," Mr. Soares said about how 
he puts together his presentations. Many of these stories 
come from his life experiences, but Mr. Soares said that 
he also uses other sources. "I do a lot of reading about 
leadership," he said. "I research." 

In the presentation that the students of ORR saw, 
Mr. Soares said that he really liked the story about two 
students, Rob and Tom. In the story, Rob was extremely 
popular and stepped in to help Tom, who was being 
bullied. They became best friends. Finally, at the end of 
high school, Tom became as popular as Rob; Rob wasn't 
jealous, because they were such great friends and he 
was happy to see Tom safe from bullying. "[The story] is 
excellent because it leaves students with the sense that 
they need to do something," Mr. Soares explained.

But Mr. Soares doesn't always have the easiest 
time presenting to students. One time, he was working 
with kindergarten and first graders. "It was a tough 
audience," he said. "[With] that age group you have to 
put them in a classroom setting." Yet, Mr. Soares has also 
had major successes with his presentation. "I did one last 
year with a middle school and this boy came up to me 
and was very emotional, and I hit a chord with him. He 
wanted to talk and share his life [with me]," Mr. Soares

Mr. Soares has a contract with the military for 
three years, and he's only been traveling for the last 14 
months. On his travels, Mr. Soares has been to Illeischiem 
Military Hospital in Germany, Mildenhall Airforce Base in 
London, and from September 30 to October 4 he will be at 
Osan Airforce Base in South Korea. 

Mr. Soares is also a published author, having 
written three books. The Power of Your Words and Actions is 
inspirational, motivational, and family based. His second 
book. Are You a Good Sport?, is a rhyming sports book 
about sportsmanship. His third book, entitled The Big 
Game, is about a little boy getting ready for his first game.

Baseball, Mattapoisett, 
and a Near-Tragedy

In 1875, the 
population of Mattapoisett 
was 1,361. It had much 
more open space than 
exists now. With over 300 
houses in Mattapoisett, 
about one third of them

were farms. A railroad ran through what is 
now Railroad Avenue and over present day 
Route 6 heading north. County Road ended 
at North Street as did Church Street. On the 
northeast corner of Church and North Streets 
lived a boy about the age of 13 named Willis 
Burbank. Like most boys his age, he was most 
likely a baseball fan. 

Willis did not follow the Red Sox - they 
would not be conceived for another 26 years. 
Instead, Willis would have followed the local team. 
In 1875, most towns and cities had at least one 
local baseball team, and the Tri-Town area was no 
exception. 

Baseball was just as fun and exciting to 
watch as it is now. At first glance, a game in the 
1870s would not seem too different from today. The 
game consisted of nine players, nine innings - three 
strikes, and you are out. However, on a closer look 
one could see differences. The pitcher pitched from 
a square box (not a mound) and was not allowed to 
pitch overhand. The batter could call for a high or a 
low pitch. That may sound like a soft version of the 
game, but pitchers could still throw hard and they 
were using the curveball by this time - it could still 
be a dangerous game. 

Additionally, baseball was played with very 
little protective gear. Fielder's gloves did not come 
in to use until a decade later and head protection 
was certainly unheard of. Most ball fields were 
open fields and probably did not have much in the 
way of fencing surrounding the playing field that 
would have protected fans from foul balls and in 
some cases the occasional run away bat. Baseball 
was most likely played in or around Mattapoisett 
village, because there was more open space at that 
time. 

All of these factors played in to an apparent 
tragedy in Mattapoisett on June of 1875 as reported 



by the Lowell Daily Citizen: 

During a game of base hall at Mattapoisett, 
Thursday, a club slipped from the hands of one 
of the players, and striking the head of a boy 
inflicted such a fracture of the skull that his 
physician gives no encouragement that his life 
can be saved. The lad's name is Willis, the only 
surviving son of Joseph Burbank. 
The Lowell Daily Citizen does not appear to 
have published a follow-up story reporting the fate 
of young Willis Burbank. However, the historical 
record does reveal some information about Willis 
and his family. He was born about 1862 to Joseph 
and Sarah (Price) Burbank. Joseph was a ship 
carpenter and most likely employed by one of the 
shipyards in Mattapoisett. 

Willis had three siblings; George, Mary 
and William. William died on December 31, 1850 
of neurosyphilis at the age of 5. George was born 
about 1854. Records for him are scarce but it 
appears he died sometime before 1870. 

Mary seems to have escaped the dangers 
of childhood. In 1878, she would marry William 
Branch Nelson of Mattapoisett. Her husband died 
of septicemia in 1893 and by 1900, she was living 
with her 13-year old daughter, Sarah. In September 
of 1907, Mary passed away due to a gastric ulcer 
and was buried in Gushing Cemetery. When 
she passed away, it was Willis that provided the 
information to complete her death certificate. 

Evidently, Willis' injury was not as bad as 
his physician feared. He recovered and by 1880, 
was working as a sailor out of Mattapoisett. He 
gave up a career on the seas, married Cora Haskell 
in 1898, and pursued a retail career in woolen 
goods and umbrellas. It appears that Willis and 
Cora did not have children. 

Wills lived well beyond what his doctor 
feared on that near tragic day in 1875. By 1930, 
Willis was living in Boston with his wife and a 
nurse while still actively engaged in business, 
perhaps summering in Mattapoisett. 57 years after 
living through a near-tragic accident that summer 
day in Mattapoisett, Willis passed away.

Moneyhalh Starring Brad Pitt and Jonah Hill. Directed 
by Bennett Miller. Running time: 126 minutes. MPAA 
rating: PG-13. 

What wins baseball games? According to Mon- 
eyhall, based on Michael Lewis' nonfiction bestseller, it's 
whoever can get onto first base. That's it. Looking for 
expensive star players — men with athletic flash and 
power — won't cut it for a team like the Oakland Athlet- 
ics, which doesn't have the budget to compete with iconic 
outfits like the Yankees or the Red Sox. As the film starts, 
the A's are about to lose three major players to New York 
and Boston. The team's general manager Billy Beane 
(Brad Pitt) listens to his scouts talk about possible replace- 
ments — this guy's "tools," that guy's arm. Beane thinks 
this is beside the point, but he doesn't quite know how, 
yet. A chance meeting with Cleveland Indians bean-coun- 
ter (and composite character) Peter Brand (Jonah Hill) 
lifts the veil from Beane' s eyes. He becomes obsessed with 
going after cheaper players who can get onto first base. 
That's it. 

This is all laid out simply enough for us sports 
illiterates to understand and appreciate. Moneyball is, in 
part, a David and Goliath story: the scrabbling A's against 
the teams with fat checkbooks for shiny players. As it 
happens, a winning team needs neither — just good craft 
backed by science, the number-crunching of sabermetric 
analysis. I have a friend who's both an accountant and a 
baseball fan, and Moneyball would probably be his new 
all-time favorite movie if it showed a little more of the 
statistical elbow grease involved in actually sussing out 
what a player can offer a team. The movie glides over 
it, focusing on the Don Quixote and Sancho Panza team 
of Beane and Brand. The windmill Beane tilts at is the 
institutionalized, hidebound methods that have "always 
worked," except for when they don't. Sabermetrics might 
not work all the time either, but at least they veer closer to 
the goal of winning a game than to bedazzlement by star 
power. 

Director Bennett Miller has a flat, journalistic 
approach, which didn't work at all for me in his previ- 




ous film. Capote, which deserved more style. But not only 
does it work for this material, it's true to it. It's meat and 
potatoes, no flash, and the 47-year-old Brad Pitt is photo- 
graphed to bring out the sags and wrinkles in that former 
baby face. There's no romance to the movie, no fantasy, 
just men in smelly drab rooms worrying about losing 
both the game and their jobs. The game itself is shown 
glancingly or in pixellated video footage — there's no big 
win that everything hinges on; the closest we get is the 
suspense (for those who weren't paying attention back in 
2002) over whether the A's will break the record of nine- 
teen consecutive wins. But even this doesn't matter: as 
Beane says, the game that matters is the last one. Nobody 
but baseball wonks remembers the rest. 

Moneyball is a fine, strong, adult movie, and its 
theme can easily apply to any number of other walks of 
life. Essentially, it's about the friction between the monks 
slouching over calculators and the generous bellies (like 
Philip Seymour Hoffman's manager Art Howe) full of 
instinct and intuition. In the end, as in life, neither comes 
out definitively on top. The dialogue (by Steven Zaillian 
and Aaron Sorkin) is fast, cynical, but workmanlike — 
this is a culture of men who don't talk to hear themselves 
talk. (Women barely exist here, though Beane' s musically 
gifted daughter, played by the appealing Kerris Dorsey 
indicates why Beane isn't in a rush to leave Oakland.) For 
a movie about literal game-changers, Moneyball doesn't 
have the cold dazzle of something like The Social Network 
(to which it has been compared), but it doesn't need it; 
indeed, I enjoyed Moneyball more. It's not clever, it doesn't 
traffic in literary symbols. It's about grown-ups and what 
they do for a living. This sort of thing is not currently in 
abundance at the multiplex. 
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over 50 years.
